FLOWERY BRANCH, April 15, 1972 — 
The motocross at Road Atlanta was run 
over a course much improved over last 
year’s. It was more demanding for the 
riders and more suited to the spectators. 
However, it was also extremely dusty. 
As the riders moved along the bottom 
straight in the. first moto of the 250cc 
class the last two or three riders looked 
like vague shadows moving through the 
cloud. 

Tony Wynn (CZ) took command of 
the first 250 moto with a smooth and 
consistent style. He quickly opened up a 
substantial lead over second place 
Nelson Boyer (Mai) and third place 
Zane Kent (Bul), They continued that 
way for about half the moto. 

Behind them Glenn Vincent (Hus) 
was moving up through the pack. 
Halfway through the moto Wynn’s bike 
began missing badly and Boyer made a 
bid for first place with Doug Sanger 
close behind. Boyer took the lead two 
laps later but lost it to Sanger (Mai) who 
crossed the finish line first followed by 
Sonny Defeo (CZ) and Francis Daley 
(Yam). 

Vincent took fourth and Gunnar 
Lindstrom (Hus) an uninspiring fifth in 
an uninspiring moto. Zane Kent 
dropped out at the end with 
transmission difficulties. 

The second leg saw a collision on the 
hill immediately after the start between 
Vincent and Kent which sent Vincent to 
the hospital with a broken leg and put 
Kent out for the afternoon with a 
broken bike, 

Gunnar moved into an immediate 
first and stayed there to the end. He was 
challenged sporadically first by Sanger 
and then by Defeo. 

Defeo is a talented rider and it 
showed in this moto although 
Lindstrom’s greater experience gave him 
the win. 

Richard Jordan, (CA) Lindstrom, and 
Defeo led the third leg with Lindstrom 
and Defeo challenging Jordan until they 
finally passed him late in the moto. 
Sanger and Defeo knocked wheels at the 
hill at the end of the front straight, 
forcing Defeo off the track and costing 
him precious seconds. Sangér .came 
around the next lap with a completely 
flat rear tire. In the end Gunnar took 
first and Defeo second. When the points 
were tallied Sonny’s three second places 
outdid Gunnar’s fifth and two firsts to 
give Defeo first and the Belray Oil 
Trophy. 

The first leg of the Open Class was a 
Ho-Hum revival of The Gary and Barry 
Show. Gary Bailey (Bul) took the lead 
initially only to be overtaken by Barry

Higgins (CZ). Higgins led from there on. 


_ Gary’s strongest challenge for the lead 


-was in the first portion of this moto. 
Higgins looked wild and uncontrolled, 
not at all like his style of old. 

Bailey also got crossed up 
periodically. They opened up a 
commanding lead over the rest of the 
field so that the race took on the aspect 
of a two-man duel. 

The second moto was somewhat 
different. Gary Semico (Hus) and 
Wyman Priddy (CZ) grabbed the first 
two places off the starting line followed 
by Higgins and Bailey. They chased the 
leaders for several laps until Priddy 
seemed to tire. Barry closed the gap and 
passed. In another lap Bailey had also 
passed Priddy. In the closing minutes of 
the moto Barry was catching Semico 
but he ran out of time. Bailey lost 
ground during this time but took third 
behind Semico and Higgins. 

In order that the motocross would 
not differ too much from the other 
races in this weekend of protests 
Wyman Priddy and Barry Higgins lodged 
a protest against Gary Bailey, who was 
running his 250cc bike in the Open 
class. This, after Baile ’s Champion 
full-coverage helmet was disallowed 
since it did not pass AMA specs and he 
had to spend the day im a Bell helmet. 
Bailey’s frustrations came out in the 
third moto as he attempted to engage in 
a round of fisticuffs with Priddy on the 
starting line. 

Semico repeated his quick-start act in 
the third leg but Barry took over shortly 
thereafter, never to be seriously 
challenged again. Semico followed him 
working his way up but he never could 
close the gap. Priddy rode a distant 
third. Bailey started back in the field 
and never made up enough ground to 
get anywhere near the leaders. 

Barry crossed the finish line first 
followed by Semico, Priddy, and David 
Robinson (Hus). The last three are all 
relatively mew to the National 
motocross scene but all gave a good 
account of themselves. 

The results gave Higgins a first overall 
with two firsts and one second. He was 
followed by Semico and Priddy for 
second and third overall. Bailey finished 
a distant 16th. 


Yamaha held 
to first 26 Novices

FLOWERY BRANCH, GA., April 15, 
1972 — A beautiful blue-sky day 
greeted spectators as a start to the 1972 
Road Atlanta race program. Along with 
the sun, 43 Yamahas out of a field of 51 
motorcycles were on hand to inititate 
the weekend in the AMA Novice road 
race, 

Pole position went to David ‘Pat’

Evans (Yam). The field was started in 
two groups separated by a 10-second 
interval. 

After the green flag dropped and the 
field came around onto the front 
Straight at the end of the first lap Phil 
McDonald. was leading followed by 
Robert Rectenwald (Yam) and Mike 
Devlin, By the completion of the second 
lap McDonald was still leading but by 
this time Pat Evans had taken over 
second place, dropping. Devlin and 
Rectenwald. 

John Long had been steadily working 
his way up through the pack to a 
fourth. Lap 4 saw Evans and Long 
running first and second, an 
arrangement which continued until the 
seventh when Long took over first. The 
next two laps were also his. Laps 9 and 
10° were recaptured by Evans. By the 
end of the 11th lap Long had regained 
the lead on the Dirty Distributing 
Yamaha and from there the race was his 
by an ever-increasing margin to the drop 
of the final flag. His lap average was 
86.441 mph. 

Long deserves special notice for this 
spectacular display of riding finesse. He 
was called out of the front line by an 
official for crossing the starting line. 
This meant he started from halfway 
back in the field, worked his way to a 
fourth position by the end of lap 3 and 
was in the top two from the fourth lap 
onwards to the finish. 

Evans continued in second place to 
the end followed by Mike Devlin, who 
had seen almost the entire race from 
third place. 

The most serious mishap of the race 
occurred at the end of the sixth lap as 
Jessie Byars moved through traffic in 
the last turn and onto the front straight. 
He lost control on the inside of the turn 
and slid to the outside edge of the 
pavement on the straight. As his bike 
skittered down the outside edge of the 
straight Peter Baer attempted an evasive 
movement which resulted in his losing 
his bike just beyond the flag stand. As 
his bike came to rest it caught fire and 
lay burning for what seemed an eternity 
until an extinguisher arrived. However 
Byars had to wait even longer for an 
ambulance to arrive to help him. 

In the end the Novice finish was a 
moment of glory for Yamaha as the 
tally sheet showed the first 26 finishers 
to be bearing their marque. 


Carruthers repeats 
for another 250 win 


By Jack Mangus 
FLOWERY BRANCH, GA., April 15, 
1972 — Veteran road racer Kel 


Carruthers led only one lap of Road 
Atlanta’s 50-mile Expert/Junior 250 
race but that one lap was the one they 
pay the money for — the final one. The 
34-year-old Australian-born San Diego 
resident took the lead from Ron Pierce 
in turn one on the white flag lap. Kel, 
aided by the blistering pace set by the 
two other leaders, John ‘Mike’ Lane and 
Pierce, set a new average speed record of 
89.511 mph. 

Carruthers, who won last year’s 
combined race, was aboard a factory 
Yamaha TD-3 and once again the race 
turned~into a Yamaha benefit as the 
first 26 finishers were aboard that 
brand. 

Ron Pierce took the lead at the start, 
followed closely by Lane, Ken Roberts, 
Jerry Greene and Dave Smith. Lane 
took over the lead on Lap 7 and as the 





race continued appeared to be on his 
way to a win but Pierce and Carruthers 
had other ideas. 

Pierce regained the lead on the 17th 
lap and turned the 18th lap at an 
average speed of 90.82 mph. Carruthers 
was right on Pierce and after taking the 
lead on the last lap won by a narrow 
margin with Lane making an off-course 
excursion attempting to nip Pierce for 
second at the finish line. 

Daytona combined winner Smith had 
to settle for fourth with Ken Roberts 
taking fifth ahead of Junior Howard 
Lynggard. Jimmy Chen was the first 
non-Yamaha rider to finish as he and his 
Yoshimura Honda took 27th place. 

Yvon DuHamel failed to finish in his 
qualifying heat as his 350cc single 
Kawasaki lasted less than two laps. 


Jerry Greene Runs off 
with 250 Junior 50mi

FLOWERY BRANCH, GA., April 16, 
1972 — The rain-delayed Road Atlanta 
50-mile Junior Road Race was won by 
Jerry Greene aboard a Kawasaki at an 
average speed of 88.810 mph. Greene’ 
shot off the starting grid and was never 
challenged as he pulled a tremendous 
lead on the rest of the field. Greene’s 
speed mark automatically becomes a 
track record as the Juniors ran only a 
250cc Junior/Novice combined race at 
last year’s Road Atlanta meeting. 

While Greene had first all to himself, 
second place was hotly contested 
throughout the race. The early stages 
saw Jimmy Chen aboard the Yoshimura 
Honda battle Yamaha riders Jeff March, 
James Evans and Daytona Junior road 
race winner Ronnie Dottley. Both 
Dottley and March eventually dropped 
out with mechanical problems and 
Evans took over and held on to second 
place ahead of Chen. The third place 
finish for Chen was a repeat of a similar 
performance at Daytona. 

Yamaha claimed the fourth and fifth 
finish positions with factory rider 
Howard Lynggard and Bob Pepper 
doing the riding. Jim Cotherman 
improved his Daytona effort by one 
position when he finished sixth on his 
three-cylinder Triumph ahead of 
Florida’s Gary McGoron, who was 
Yamaha-mounted. 

Steve Dalgarno, riding the Nixon 
Enterprises: Triumph, was involved in 
the most spectacular getoff of - the 
weekend when he unloaded while 
-iat-out on the longest straight during a 
Friday practice session. Delgarno had 
pulled in the clutch and placed the bike 
into neutral for a plug check but the 
gear box proceeded to place itself into a 
lower gear. Dalgarno was spit off 
through the fairing bubble when the 
bike locked up and went sideways. 
Other than a case of asphalt rash and 
the stiffies, the Maryland rider was okay 
although the getoff made him a 
spectator for the rest of the weekend.

FLOWERY BRANCH, GA., April 16, 
1972 — You pay your money but you 
don’t get your choice — that’s the story 
from Road Atlanta 125-Mile AMA 
Grand National Championship Road 
Race. 

The winners in the eyes of the 
thousands of was Jody Nicholas aboard 


one of the water-cooled 750cc 
three-cylinder factory Suzuki 
superbikes. Unfortunately, officials 


discovered in tech during technical 
inspection that Suzuki’s cylinder heads 
didn’t appear to be production castings 
and there might be an official protest if 
the three factory machines entered the 
National. They did and there was. 

A committee-will convene May 1 in 
Ohio to hear Suzuki’s case and a 
decision will be reached regarding the 
legality of the bikes. If the protest is 
upheld, the win will 
DuHamel and his Team Hansen 
Kawasaki three-cylinder 750. 

So, at the end of a very long 
weekend, 56 Expert riders, countless 
mechanics, friends, sponsors, etc., left 
Road Atlanta with no purse money, 
uncertain of the eventual awarding of 
national points. 

It was summed up by 10th place 
finisher Gary Fisher when’ he stated, 
“It’s a bummer. You show up, go to 
work and do your job and yet you leave 
empty-handed.” 

The race itself, protested or not, was 
more than the preceding National Road 
Race at Daytona was expected to be. 
The initial lap saw Team Hansen’s 
Kawasakis, ridden by DuHamel, Paul 
Smart and Gary Nixon, tear off the 
starting grid and open up a gap between 
them and the rest of the field. They 
maintained that group lead until the 
fourth lap when Art Baumann, who had 
been on the pole as a result of winning 
the fastest of the two qualifying heats, 
slipped his Suzuki into third and 
Nicholas took over fourth, pushing 
Nixon into fifth. 

Baumann took over the lead on the 
eighth lap with DuHamel second, and 
Nicholas took over third dropping 
Smart to fourth. 

DuHamel regained the lead on the 
ninth go-round and on the next lap 
Baumann dropped out leaving Nicholas 
and Smart to take up the chase after the 
swift Candian.

With Baumann’s departure it 
appeared that the superbikes were about 
to repeat their Daytona drop-out show 
and on the very next lap DuHamel 
stopped on the front straight. Yvon’s 
stop was momentary, though, as he had 
only come to a halt to replace a plug 
lead that had come loose and turned his 
multi into a twin. The stop cost 
DuHamel several positions and gave 
Nicholas the lead which he held until 
the 25th lap when Smart took over that 
position when Jody pitted for gas. 
After a four-second pit stop Nicholas 
took back the lead on the 28th lap and 
was never headed. 

The super K’s had to make two pit 
stops for fuel while the team Suzuki 
machines only required a single stop. 
This, coupled with the stop DuHamel 
made to snap back on his mischievous 
plus wire, perhaps changed the entire 
unofficial results of the race. 

Behind the leaders several heated 
battles went on. The first half of the 
race saw Dick Mann and Gary Fisher tie 
up together followed closely by Yamaha 
riders Ken Roberts, the current National 
point leader, and last year’s Road 
Atlanta winner Kel Carruthers. Gene 
Romero joined the battle and eventually 
moved his factory Triumph ahead of the 
pack to take a solid fifth place behind 
Ron Grant’s Suzuki. Bugs finished in 
sixth place ahead of Gary Nixon while 
Carruthers edged out teammate Roberts 
for eighth. 

John Hateley had moved his Triumph 
into 10th place in the last few laps only 
to run out of gas on the white flag lap 
and see his 10th dissolve into a 14th. 

The three-cylinder Beezumps had 
shown at Ontario that they were 
capable of running 125 miles nonstop 
but perhaps that is stretching things as 
Gene Romero ran out of gas on his way 
around the course after taking the 
checkered flag. 

The awaited debut of the alloy 
Harley-Davidsons is still that — an 
awaited debut as Cal Rayborn, fresh 
from his great performance in England 
Anglo-American road race series, 
showed up at Road Atlanta aboard one 
of the iron H-D’s and lasted a handful of 
laps. 

Roger Reiman and Gary Fisher, 
riding the Krause-Yoshimura Hondas, 
were the first independent finishers with 
Fisher taking 10th and Reiman 11th. 








Dave Smith finished 12th on the Don 
Vesco Yamaha that he had ridden to a 
third at Daytona. Daytona’s 
second-place finisher Ray Hempstead 
placed 13th behind Smith while 
Daytona winner Don Emde’s Mel

Starts in motocross are usually of engine 
running, clutch-in type. The best thing to do 
here is rev the engine and let go of the clutch 
when the flag drops. Place your weight so as 


to get maximum traction yet keep the front 
wheel down. Rubber band starts are a 
variation of this type of start. r 

In “quick draw” starts you may find it 
quickest just to stamp it into gear when the 
flag drops. Transmission strength is the 
deciding factor here. 

The best place to start is at least as far 
forward as your opponents, preferably on the 
inside...Ed. 


ANOTHER GRIPE 

Maybe Mr. Paul Marshall should ask 
himself, why do we only get about 100 
riders at our races? Why only about 15 
Experts for all three classes? Maybe that 
$500 purse they offer is not worth the 
risk you take to ride their track. 

Sunday, April 9, Osteens again ran a 
motocross race. Again their fabled water 
truck was inoperative. Again the dust 
was so bad in spots that you didn’t ride 
too close to anyone. Is this why so few 
riders show up? Is this why all the good 
cycle clubs have abandoned Osteens?

If this information were known 
beforehand one would have to question 
the practicality of racing the last two 
motos.

Of course, it is not enough just to 
vote against Bill Jones; any other 
candidate could be just as bad. 
Fortunately, there is a positive choice to 
be made by voting for Same Digati, one 
of the two opponents of Jones. Digati is 
presently a Riverside City Councilman, 
and one person who is backing Digati 
and working hard to get him elected is 
fellow City Councilman John Sotelo. 
Sotelo is pro-youth and believes 
motorcycles are a far better youth 
activity than dope and crime. It was he 
who proposed the area in Canyon Crest 
be exempted from the “written 
permission” law, and it was he who 
stood up and spoke against Jones at the 
Corona Council meeting concerning 
Corona Raceway. Digati is John Sotelo’s 
candidate. Digati favors Corona 
Raceway and cycle parks. 

This is a chance for us to show some 
strength. Just register by April 13 and 
vote for Sam Digati on June 6. You 
must be a resident of Riverside County 
District 1 to vote for this particular 
candidate.

UPON THE SUBJECT OF BENEFITS 

Recently, Art Raynor wrote a letter 
to the editors of Cycle News suggesting 
that organized clubs conduct benefit 
events with the proceeds to go to 
MORE to aid in the advancement of 
motorcycling. He also suggested that 
clubs offer event discounts to persons 
with valid MORE membership cards. 

Art is one of the very first members 
of MORE and one of our most active 
members. For more than two years Art 
has distributed our information and 
newsletters to dealers throughout the 
San Fernando’ Valley. And on 
weekends, Art is passing out MORE 
information at events and exhibits. He 
and others like him are the real 
backbone of MORE. I wish to take this 
opportunity to publicly extend my 
most sincere thanks to Art for all that 
he has done, is doing, and, hopefully, 
will continue to do. 

Upon the subject of benefits, many 
clubs and even many persons have made 
generous contributions to MORE. I have 
elected to privately thank these 
contributors and not publicize their 
donations for two reasons, which I hope 
the clubs understand: 

1. Club donations have ranged from 
$5 to $1,000. A donation of $5 may 
work as much hardship on one club as a 
$100 donation from another club. Our 
feelings are that it is the. thought, not 
the amount, that really counts. 

2. A club which makes a donation to 
one charitable association, should not 
be subjected to solicitations from other 
causes. Invariably, this happens from 
publicity. 

With respect to benefits, there have 
been several highly publicized events 
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over the past two years wherein MORE 
was the partial or total recipient. The 
Conejo Trail Riders started it in 
November of 1970 with a MORE 
Benefit Enduro in which nearly $500 
was raised. Later, a Bay Area club 
(which shall remain nameless) raised 
$39 at a Stag Party in which a ‘drag’ was 
taken from the poker games. This was 
further supplemented by showing 
‘porny movies’? at a nickel per head. 
(No, Mother! I honestly didn’t know 
about it in advance. ’) 

Walt Vaughan, Director of the 
Sacramento Racing Association, is 
conducting a series of ‘Novice Only’ 
motocrosses in which he offers a dollar 
discount to all contestants holding a 
valid MORE membership card. This not 
only helps MORE, but constitutes a $9 
saving to the participants in this 
10-event series. 

On April 9, the Lompoc Slo Pokes 
again staged a benefit motocross at 
Santa Maria with the total proceeds to 
go to the American Motocross Team. 
Here, too, participants holding a valid 
MORE membership card were given a 
one dollar discount at the time of entry. 
I was on hand at this event to sign up 
new members and issue current MORE 
membership cards for the annual fee of 
one dollar. In this way, a participant 
who is not presently a member of 
MORE can join ‘free’ by obtaining his 
MORE membership card first and then 
signing up with the dollar discount. 
Besides, there was a special drawing for 
all person present, spectators and 
participants alike, who have a valid 
MORE membership card in their 
possession. 

On April 15 and 16 the Sand Sailors 
M.C. conducted a Hare Scrambles at 





-Lancaster wherein one dollar of each 


entry fee will be donated to the MORE 
Motor Voter campaign to help purchase 
bumper stickers which proclaim that the 
occupant is a motorcyclist and 
registered voter (See Cycle News of 
March, 1972). 

On Sunday, May 7, the Stockton 
M.C., the Stockton Scramblers M.C., 
and the Lodi M.C. will join efforts to 
conduct their 5th Annual Archie Clark 
Memorial Scrambles at the Lodi Cycle 
Bowl. We feel very honored that MORE 
has been selected as the total recipient 
of the net proceed from this event. 

Also, I would like to publicly thank 
the promoters of various motorcycle 
exhibits and shows who have allowed 
MORE to attend and participate in 
these events. On April 9, MORE was on 
display in four widely separated areas. 
As mentioned earlier, at Santa Maria 
with the -AMXT Benefit. MORE was 
also represented at the Cow Palace in 
San Francisco from April 5 through 9, 
and at the Cal Expo Motorcycle Show 
in Sacramento from April 7 through 9. 
Likewise, MORE was at Evel Knievel’s 
Mountain Lion Motocross in Plymouth 
on April 8 and 9.

NEEDED: A Motorcycle Trail 
Patrol

Whenever I talk with government 
land managers about the mutual 
problems present in the 
accommodation of dirt riding on 
their domains, I always get asked 
the same question: what 
organization of motorcyclists is 
there that park supervisors, forest 
rangers or whatever can work these 
problems out with? 

Except in New England, where 
Bob Hicks and his friends have a 
Trail Rider Association going great 
guns, the question is almost 
without an answer. Here and there 
local trailriding clubs, often not 
associated with the American 
Motorcycle Association, can be 
counted upon to help. Michigan’s 
Cycle Conservation Club, Texas’ 
Trail Riders of Houston and South 
Texas Trials Assn., Tennessee’s 
Volunteer M.C. and the Indiana 
Motorcycle Association are working 
with the Forest and Parks people 
already. In other places, I have to 
refer them to the state MIC 
president (if there is one) and hope 
for the best. It is a sad situation 
that now, when we need them the 
most, the national AMA is turning 
its back on the dirt motorcycle 
recreationist. 

What is desperately needed 
today, not next year, is a 
nation-wide Motorcycle Trail Patrol 
like the skiers have. The Ski Patrol 
grew out of the grass-roots concern 
of responsible skiers for their own 
safety and their hobby. It began 
with a group of medically trained 
skiers (doctors, nurses) who 
volunteered first aid to people 
injured on the slopes. It organized, 
set high standards and grew in a 
very short time to the elite 
national, semi-professional 
institution that the Ski Patrol is 
today. You have to be a very good 
skier, with practically a degree in 
medicine to get into the Ski Patrol 
now. 

AMA has in its computer 
memory banks thousands of names 
and addresses of expert trail riders 
— the class A and B Enduro riders. 
Among these are literally hundreds 
who have some medical degree, and 
hundreds more who have been 
trained in first aid, as firemen, 
policemen or military corpsmen. It 
wouldn’t take a whole lot of effort 
to survey the enduro riders and 
learn their qualifications and 
availability to serve on a local Trail 
Patrol. But it doesn’t look like the 
AMA is quite geared up to provide 
the kind of leadership we need in 
this land crisis. Perhaps we are 
unwise to expect leadership to 
come from the top. AMA may feel 
it stands to gain if casual trail riders 
are forced to enter an event in 
order to ride, I don’t know. 

All I know is the places where 
some semblance of trail rider 
organization is in touch with the 
people who control the land; there 
is legal land to ride. Where land 
managers are working alone, bikes 
are being shut out. 

The answer to the question in 
the first paragraph can only come 
from trail riding enthusiasts, 
possibly like yourself, who trouble 
themselves to communicate with 
the Forestry, BLM, Corps of 
Engineers, Agriculture and Park 
agencies where they like to ride. In 
many cases it will be the first time 
any motorcyclist has introduced 
himself to these people. They'll 
have a lot of curious ideas about 
bike riding that you may be able to 
straighten out. They'll offer such 
opportunities as making trails, 
inspecting them, riding safety 
patrol, advising on regulations, etc. 
They can probably arrange for 
patrol volunteers to take a free 
course in first aid. Best of all, 
they'll be able to open their lands 
for riding with clear consciences, 
being reasonably sure that the 
safety of all users is provided for. 

If the skiers can get up a Ski 
Patrol for their own good without 
being threatened with their sport’s 
extinction, why can’t motorcycle 
trail riders do something of the 
kind when their existence is at 
stake? I know it can be done, it 
being done in certain places. 
“Your” place is probably not one 
of them.

OAKHURST, CAL.; April 9, 1972 —

Some of the first loop trail was used 
on the second loop, but with a different 
start. A lousy, dusty and rocky uphill 
that left bikes and riders hanging in the 
bushes (bushes are 100 feet tall in this 
country), then back into the wetter 
woodsy stuff of the first loop.

Get to the track early, avoid crowds, do as many 
riders do and walk the track. Observe every part of it. 

Look for ripples; they will get much worse during 
the course of the day, and much trickier. Look for 
different lines through turns. If it’s a tight turn you 
can bet there will be lots of action as each rider tries 
to outfox the other. Look for rock surfaces that will 
turn into a skating rink before the day if over. 
Needless to say, mud is always a good photo 
situation, especially if there is standing water. : 

While we are onthe subject of water, be sure to 
keep tabs on the weather forecast on race day and 
two or three days before. I have been in the situation 
of having to decide between two races a hundred 
miles apart. All things being equal I take the one that 
had had the best weather the last couple of days. I 
hate to go to someplace just to be rained out, or have 
recent rain affect rider turnout. 

I also hate sand and dust, a major problem in 
Texas, because it not only cause loss of detail and 
quality in my photographs but it slowly but surely 
destroys my equipment. Sand and dust gets into 
every part of your camera and even into the film 
cassettes themselves. It also gets into your eyes and 
irritates them, grinds away in your teeth and makes 
you drink more beer which makes you gain weight 
which makes you tired which slows your reflexes 
which means you will probably miss that great shot in 
the third moto as DeSoto pips Joel and Sylvain for 
the win in the last turn. Sand is a bum trip. 

To make matters worse, sand is usually in the 
company of the wind; great howling gales right across 
the track and into your lens. And-the only thing I 
hate worse than wind and sand is rain. Rain! God 
Almighty, do I hate rain! I used to live in Washington, 
D.C., and it seemed like it was always raining. I grew 
a mighty hatred for the stuff. That’s why I came back 
to Texas. 

If you must take photos in the rain or an 
eye-glazing sand storm, take heart. Help is just a

plastic baggy away. Wrap your camera in the baggy, 
leaving a hole for the lens, and keep it tight with 
rubber bands. Use a 1A filter and a lenshood to 
protect it. You can even put the whole camera and 
lens in the baggy. Just leave an opening for the lens 
and film advance. It will be a hassle but your precious 
camera will survive with flying colors. 

Being a human being is not always easy. Being a 
photographer standing in an ant bed as the sun beats 
down on your bare head in a howling sand storm 
hoping the line to the john thins before the start of 
the next moto can be one hell of an existence. 
Soooooo...plan your day before you start. 

Think of everything you can to make life easier. 
First off, wear comfortable clothes, preferably with 
several pockets. Why? Because in those pockets you 
can carry film, filters, lens caps, etc. 

You should also carry a few self-preservation items 
such as aspirin, salt tablets, a little sun tan lotion 
maybe and some anti-bug spray or ointment. 
PHOTO PHASION 

Another good idea is a hat. I wear a Cycle News 
Hot Hat because (a) it’s what all the uptown hotshoes 
wear and I want to be “in”, and (b) they sent me one. 
Seriously; it protects the top of your noggin and if 
you wear it backwards the bill will give some 
protection to your neck. Of course, everyone will 
point their finger at you and you will feel like the 
village idiot: such is the lot of wise man among fools. 

I wear tall lace-up boots with my pant legs tucked 
in because I have this thing about rattlesnakes. 
Barbequed rattlesnakes is terrific but not much fun 
the other way around. In some places carrying a 
snake bite kit isn’t such a bad idea. 

Now, if you are really serious you will hop on 
down to your local Army surplus store and get two 
M-1 rifle ammo belts and string them together. Carry 
your film in them. .You may look like a 
bomb-throwing revolutionary but you will be able to 
keep track of your exposed and unexposed film 
better and will also have some protection from the 
rain and sand. You will also avoid fumbling in your 
pockets for loose rolls of film. 

While you are at the surplus store pick up a 
canteen and hook it to the ammo belt. Now you have 
a water supply for when you are out in the middle of 
nowhere without a cent to buy a Coke. If it’s going to

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bea scorcher you might even grind up two salt tablets 
and put them in water. It could come in handy. 

You also might try to find a canvas bag with a 
strap about the size of a shoebox. I think they were 
used to carry 50 calibre ammo. Anyway, they are 
great for carrying extra cameras, lenses, your lunch, a 
good book to read in case the race turns into a 
parade, or great reams of impressive press credentials 
so you can get in free at the gate. 

Two other Army surplus items you should 
consider, especially in the rainier climes: a 
wet-weather men’s parka with a hood. It comes with 
two enormous button pockets and either zips up the 
front or is solid with crossover laces. Comes in the 
traditional OD color. Don’t get the plastic poncho. 
Besides being unstylish it doesn’t have any pockets 
and will make you sweat like a stuck pig. 

Last but not least, the classic Army field jacket so 
much loved by young men who wouldn’t think of 
being in the Army. It has four roomy pockets and can 
be had with a removable liner which is warm, to say 
the least. And if you get the ones with the straps on 
the shoulder you can count yourself lucky on two 
points: the little straps will keep the camera straps 
from falling off your shoulder and the older ones fit 
better, anyway. 

FILM 

You can buy 35mm film either already packed in 
cassettes or, if you like to roll your own, in 100-foot 
rolls. For some, bulk loading is the cheapo way to go 
because it cuts film costs at least in half. If you don’t 
mind the hassle, buy a Watson bulk film loader and 
100 feet of Tri-X and have at it. If you are like most 
and prefer to buy your film all nice and neat in a box, 
which contains the instructions which is wrapped 
around the weatherproof enclosure which contains a 
cardboard tube which contains the actual cassette, 
only buy it in rolls of 36. Twenty-exposure rolls are a 
waste of time and money, the antithesis of the 35mm 
philosophy. Always buy rolls of 36 and if you have 
any frames left over, experiment. Film is cheap. 

If you were insistent and bought a 2%, watch your 
camera dealer for super bargains in roll film from 
Europe. The film is about as good as film can get at a 
fraction of the cost. 

Nearly all pictures taken anywhere are shot with 
Kodak Tri-Xs Tri-X is fairly fast, very forgiving, with

moderate grain. There are other films. Kodak 
Panatomic-X hasan ASA of 32, which means on a 
clear, sunny day you should expose at 1/30 second at 
f/16 (a hot-shot rule of thumb, by the way; if you are 
stuck without a meter set your shutter at about the 
ASA rating — ASA 400 Tri-X, 1/500 second, see? — 
and set the aperture at f/16 and you should be 
mighty close). Anyway, Pan-X has beautiful contrast 
and no grain so you can use it for immaculate still 
shots or surrealistic action shots. Plus-X (ASA 125) 
has little grain and is very suitable for action at wide 
apertures. Best bet is to try every film you possibly 
can and see what you like best. You'll probably end 
up sticking with Tri-X, though. Everyone does. 

Problems. with shooting black-and-white film is 
that processing costs about as much as color anymore 
since just about anybody who shoots B&W develops 
their own. The scads of tourists with Instamatics or 
expensive cameras use nothing but color anymore. 
Learn how to develop your own. You'll blow your 
mind when you find out how cheap and easy it is and 
you'll be well on your way to becoming a Big-Time 
Rich Pro, like me. 

Shooting color is a gas, naturally, although it is a 
more expensive proposition. Just buy all kinds of 
different film to find out the one you like best. 


LIGHT 


Yes, light. That’s what makes your pictures so 
you'll have to know how to use it. If you have the 
sun to your back you will have excellent detail in the 
shadows and. great frontal lighting. Frontal lighting is 
very important; it assures good contrast between the 
subject and the background. Nothing is more 
irritating than a photograph that looks like a 
silhouette. There are exceptions, of course, but 
generally I won’t photograph a corner or jump that 
doesn’t have frontal lighting. It just isn’t worth it. 

The next best thing to frontal lighting — and it 
even is preferred sometimes — is a light steady 
overcast. The light isn’t scattered and there are no 
harsh shadowss. You might lose one f-stop but don’t 
worry. The only problem with overcast is that the sky 
will be a massive white blanket in your prints. In this 
case, add a medium yellow, or K2, filter to your lens 
for B&W film. It will give more detail to the sky. 

Well, that’s it. Hope I’ve been of some help. 
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2.) If you do not have a 21mm socket and 
you must use the tool-kit wrench to remove 
the rocker box caps to set the valves. Heat the 
wrench, and bend it as shown here. This will 
reduce the chances of breaking off any of the 
fins on the head when removing the caps. 
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3.) As this model uses a “C” type spark plug, 
use a 16mm deep socket to remove it. When 
doing a tune-up, always install new spark 
plugs no matter how few miles the old ones 
have on them. When installing them in the 
head, start them quite a ways by hand before 
ng the plug wrench to avoid cross-threading 
them.

4.).While the contacts are located on many 
Honda's on the cylinder head, this particular 
model has them driven off the end of the 
crankshaft. To get at the points, remove the 
three Phillips screws (arrows) and take off the 
cover. 


5.) Clean the contacts and adjust the gap to 
.015 in. To be positive there is no oil or grease 
on the points, open the contacts, insert a strip 
of business card as shown and twist it back 
and: forth. Then open the points and remove 
it, repeat this process until the card comes out 
clean.

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6.) Using a 14mm wrench, turn the center 
fixing nut on the rotor in the direction of 
engine rotation until the left intake valve 
opens. Then turn it further forward until the 
“T” mark on the rotor aligns with the 
stationary pointer. This puts the left-hand 
cylinder on top dead center compression 
stroke for adjusting the valves.

7.) Now adjust the valves on the left-hand side 
at .002 in. for the intake and .004 in. for the 
exhaust, As the same “T” mark is used for 
both sides, follow the same procedure for the 
right-hand side to get that piston on top dead 
center compression stroke. 






8.) Turn the idle air screw all the way in and 
then back it out one and a half turns before 
starting. When setting the idle, one quarter 
turn either way should supply an even 


tick-over. Should you have to turn it all the 
way in to get an even idle, suspect an air leak 
between the carb and the cylinder head. 





While the Honda 150cc model sold 
quite well in the early days of Honda’s 
migration into the United States, the 
frame and suspension systems soon lost 
out to the demands of the buying 
public. This model, called. the Benley 
(why, I have no idea), also had a 
tendency for crank failure if the owner 
was prone to hot-dogging it all the time. 
But despite the fact that it has a pressed 
steel frame and forks, despite its 
definite power-to-weight disadvantage, 
and despite the fact that its design is 
ugly by today’s standards (before you 
Honda lovers land on me, beauty is in 
the eye of the beholder), there are a 
gang of them still running around the 
country. One reason for this is that if it 
is placed in the hands of a conscientious 
owner who takes a little bit of care of 
the machine, it will last for a long time 
doing just what it was designed to do; 
provide low-cost dependable 
transporation, 

With the fantastic growth of Honda 
in the United States, and with the 
addition of new dealers to meet this 
growth, oftimes an owner of one of 
these machines will find that his dealer 
will not only not work on it, but he has 
never heard of one. I have one customer 
who has a Yamaha 125 YA-3 who had 
this problem. A number of dealers had 
flat out told him that there were no 
such animal, ‘Yamaha only made a 
YA-5 anda YA-6”. Also service manuals 
for this model are practically 
non-existent, so this presents somewhat 
of a dilemma to the owner who would 
like to keep his machine in proper 
running order. 

I have prepared here, a minor engine 
tune up guide to help you keep the 
Honda CA-95 in correct tune at least. 
Just follow the step by step pictures and 
instructions, and also remember that it 
is best to get things spot-on, not just 
close. Close only counts in horseshoes 
and hand grenades. 






9.) Using the center fixing nut, rotate the 
engine until tension is felt from a cam 
opening a valve. Loosen the lock nut on the 
cam chain adjuster as shown here with a 
14mm wrench. This adjuster is located just to 
the rear of the cylinder on the left-hand side. 
With a small screwdriver, back off the adjuster 
and then thread it down lightly until you feel 
it hit the tensioner. Do NOT force it against 
the tensioner, just touch it, then hold it in 
position and lock down the lock nut. 
Sometimes this nut will have a rubber cap on 
it. 
Install the rocker caps. 


10.) Install the new plugs and hook up a 
timing light. Start the engine and adjust the 
carb to a slow idle. By shining the timing light 
at the orifice where the stationary mark is, 
the “F” mark on the rotor should appear 
‘frozen’ in line with the stationary mark. If 
the two do not align, loosen the two backing 
plate screws (arrows) and rotate the backing 
plate until they do. As this model has only 
one set of contacts. for both cylinders, setting 
the timing on one cylinder takes care of both 
sides as both cylinders, setting the timing on 
one cylinder takes care of both sides as, both 
cylinders fire on the exhaust stroke as well as 
the compression and they still both fire. 
That's all there is to it, re-install the point 
cover and take it out for a test ride.

CORONA KALEIDOSCOPE 
BEATS COMPLAINTS

CORONA, CAL., April 6, 1972 — 
Corona’s first TIT of the season 
unwittingly outfoxed the neighbors 
across the way by finishing the program 
by 9:15. The complainers usually start 
their telephone campaign as soon as the 
lights go on but Thursday night their 
strategy was to wait and start doing 
their thing closer to 10 o’clock and by 
that time everybody was on their way 
home.

Sandy had been 
having his problems and they all 
culminated in the third moto when he 
unloaded leaving the way clear for Mike 
Posey who seemed at home all night. 
Walt Foster came up with enough for 


second and Sandy was third. Mike 
turned the fastest lap time at 35-plus. 

The big bike riders really had a time 
and the Novices were no exception. 
Division 2 saw Bill Trott and Mike 
DuBont, Perris rivals, spread that rivalry 
to Corona and did they ever play 
musical chairs. Bill would lead down the 
straightaway then Mike would zapp him 
through the tight stuff, then they would 
do it over again. The third heat had a tie 
ball game and it looked like Bill was 
going to wrap it up but got center 
punched and was out of it. Mike was 
first, Steve Robb second, and Bill Trott, 
third. 

Casey Callender and Randy Hoff 
finished one, two in the Novice Moto I. 

Mike Myers had no trouble disposing 
of the 250cc Amateur/Expert class and 
led all three motos wire to wire. Dick 
Lewis and Tim Holm rounded out the 
field. 

Corona Raceway would like to thank 
all the riders for coming out and making 
the first race a success. They will get 
better and we will listen to all 
suggestions in order to give the riders 
the best program possible.

Motorcycle .it is; very. Enduro? Not 
really. 

Oh, they tried but Greeves didn’t do 
enough homework on the American 
market. That’s ironic, considering the 
advertising mentions that the 175 
Pathfinder was “aimed for the American 
market.” 

Let’s talk about the enduro features, 
friends, 

Lights? Useless. You'll never get it 
street legal in California the way you 
buy it. 

Waterproofing? Nonexistent. Even 
the air cleaner on the Pathfinder doesn’t 
do a worthwhile job, partly because the 
rubber boot between the carb and the 
element doesn’t fit right. It sucks in 
sand, bugs, ice cream, whatever gets 
close. Distributor Nick Nicholson 
tacitly admitted it wasn’t the finest 
air cleaner going. To be fair, everyone 
who buys a competition bike always 
ends up changing shocks, hand controls, 
air cleaner, and other incidental items. 
In this case, anyone who doesn’t dump 
the air cleaner for something decent 
should buy rings by the bushel. 

There is no speedometer. Oh, there’s 
some dinky device on the fork slider 
tube that will tell you how fast you are 
going if you want to stop and kneel 
down to look at it. The odometer isn’t 
resettable, either. Like I said... 


Hey, it handles super. You should try 
it. Cerianis and Girlings. I hadn’t gone 
50 feet in first gear before I found the 
bike perfect for me. In no time I was 
bopping in sixth gear across the desert 
(unofficially clocked at 65 by a waggly 
speedo on a frantic Suzook) faster than 
I had ever dared to go before. 
Breathtaking. Stand on the pegs, butt 
back, and look between two rocks four 
inches apart. Thread the needle every 
time. Pick a line through the 
puckerbushes and gently shift your 
weight to each peg. Impeccable. I 
should have goneon my head once for 
every slot machine in Vegas. I actually 
crashed just once after | missed a turn 
and failed to miss a bush that was 
having an affair with a rock. I crumpled 
one of those fine-looking alloy fenders 
and became an instant ad for Preston 
Petty products. My apologies to Nick 
Nicholson, 

Other folks who ride the Pathfinder 
had a hard time getting used to the 
handling. Paul Boudreau, who wrote to 
you about the Greeves 250 Enduro last 
week, was pretty well spooked by the 
175’s handling until he got used to it. 
Then he agreed it was boffo. And it 
took me a long time to get used to his 
250, which he had no trouble with. Just 
goes to show you. 

One could go on and on about peg 
placement, control comfort, and the 
number of ounces pressure it takes to 
tickle the carburetor at 74 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Rest assured that everything 
that a rider needs is there, ready to be 
fooled with. Personal ‘tastes. All the 
important stuff is in good order. 

The choice of a Puch engine is 
admirable. This 169-see-see runt once 
swept the tough SoCal desert with a 
mind-boggling 1-2 sweep over Hunkies, 
Blowturkeys, and all the other bullies. 

This particular engine had X 
horsepower and Y foot-pounds of torque 
and went as fast as any stock 250. It 
takes a long time to row the thing from 
first gear to sixth but you never stop 
accelerating in the meantime. So it has a 
super-low low and a super-high high and 
you have no problem keeping the thing 
on the pipe in between. Lots of 
flywheel effect in the lower regions. 

There is one problem inherent 
with the Puch engine’s sunburst design. 
If you want to change a plug after some 
muddy going, the fins funnel garbage 


into the open plug hole. The 
compression release, which I found to 
be of little use unless you want to 
make funny noises at other riders, is in 
the way, making it nearly impossible to 
clear the area out with your trembling 
gloved fingers. Solution here is to take 
out the compression release and put on 
a spare plug in its place. Two birds with 
one wrench, by golly. 

Shifting presents no real problems 
once you get into the habit of driving 
the lever home every time. I could find 
a neutral on the way to third every so 
often but I have a habit of always 
shifting lightly. It’s not perfect but as 
good as anything from Europe. I really 
thrashed the clutch while playing slidey 
in the sand. No problems at all. 

The low point of the Puch engine is 
the amount of mechanical and intake 
noise. The odd-looking silencer on the 
up pipe squelched the bite out of the 
exhaust note but the running gear was 
the noisiest I had ever encountered. It’s 
reassuring to be able to hear that the 
innards are hunky-dory at all times, but 
I got tired of the racket occasionally. 

The steel rims took a beating like a 
man. I choose these rims over any 
others, any time. 

The brakes performed well enough. 
The bike stopped everytime upon 
application. In water they can’t hold 
their breath very long. 

It. starts first kick, every time. When 
cold you'll have to start it three or four 
times, though, if you prefer to get a 
bike’s blood circulating before you 
whomp through the gears. I cringe every 
time someone winds out a scooter from 
cold. It’s your bike. 

The 26mm Bing was a complete 
gentleman and didn’t load up eyen when 
that ubiquitous Japanese carb might 
have. 

I loved the way the Pathfinder looks 
because I nearly barfed the first time I 
saw it. A styling genius must have 
figured out that this is the way to make 
a bike look starkly business-like. The 
aluminum alloy tank is. singularly 
outstanding, both functionally and 
esthetically. The frame is painted a sick 
green color to match the Girlings. Not a 
doo-dad in sight. When the English build 
a motorcycle, it looks like a motorcycle. 
Frame is constructed of Reynolds 531 
(that’s good) and workmanship will 
bring a tear of joy to an enthusiast’s 
eye. 

Let’s see, what did I forget? 

The footpegs are spring-loaded. 

Gas cap is easy to get at even with 
gloves. 

Rear sprocket has a cush drive, I 
guess. There was slight off-axis play in 
the unit but it seemed harmless at the 
time. 

The bike weighs less than 200 
pounds. 

Aircraft-type locknuts are used 
everywhere. I experienced abolutely no 
failures for the 120-plus miles I put on 
the bike. 

Seat was good. Incidental electrics 
were a bit on the fragile side, but they 
don’t belong on the Pathfinder anyway. 

I had a hard time trying to empty the 
float bowl. 

Engine and foot control protection 
was excellent with a strong aluminum 
bash plate and loops from the frame at 
the bottom of the double down tube 
defending the machine’s honor. 

Because of the weight and superior 
performance, I could see buying the 
Pathfinder. If you want to enduro it, 
plan on spending some money. If you're 
looking for an outstanding all-around 
dirt bike, here it is. 

Thanks to Nick Nicholson for letting 
us have the 175 and 250. Surprised the 
heck out of us.

WORLD MOTOCROSS 
CHAMPIONSHIP OPENER

BARCELONA, SPAIN, April 9, 1972 — 
Suzuki demonstrated determination to 
retain the 250cc Motocross World 
Championship here today as factory 
rider Sylvain Geboers won the Grand 
Prix of Spain to inaugurate the 1972 
Grand Prix season. 

After two sunny days of practice on 
a dry, dusty track, race day dawned 
dark and rainy. A steady downpour 
soaked the course and rivers of orange 
mud gouged paths down the many steep 
hills. 

Then the supporting races were 
finished the course was a mire with 
water standing ankle-deep in many 
places on the track. 

After the first few seconds of each 
race goggles were useless and many 
retirements were due to the riders being 
hit in the eyes with mud. 

Reigning World Champion and 
winner of last year’s Spanish Grand Prix 
Joe Robert was injured in a first-lap 
crash that put him out for the day but it 
is not known if his injury will affect his 
performance in defending his title 
during the balance of the season. 

Robert won the first of two 
40-minute motos with Geboers finishing 
a close second after working his way up 
from seventh place. 

Joel led the first heat from wire to 
wire and appeared to be in complete 





control of the race although he was 
pressured in the early laps by two 
Russian riders on cobby-looking CZ 
factory bikes, and by Geboers who cut 
Joel’s lead down to seven seconds in the 
final laps. 

The Russians, Guennady Moseey and 
Pavel Rulev, jumped into second and 
third spots and badgered Robert around 
the wet and sloppy track for the first 
half of the race. 

Olle Petersson was in fourth place 
introducing the prototype Kawasaki to 
Grand Prix competition. 

Behind Olle came the two Huskies of 
Gaston Rahier and Uno Palm. Rahier 
rode for CZ in last year’s Trans-AMA 
series, but this season the Belgian has a 
contract with Husqvarna.

Rulex dropped back and Geboers 
charged past Moiseev into second place 
behind Joel. Olle Petersson fell back to 
twelfth place and Uno Palm unloaded 
briefly while another of the Russian CZ 
riders, Alexei Kibirne, worked up to 
fifth position behind Gaston Rahier. 

So the Suzuki team made a 1-2 sweep 
of the first moto but their plans for a 
repeat in the second heat were dashed 
on the first lap. 

When the starting barrier dropped 
Gaston Rahier got the jump and led 
Geboers, Uno Palm and Robert into the 
first turn. 

Robert swept around Palm first and 
then Geboers on the back side of the 
course. But just as he drew near to the 
leading Husky rider, Gaston hit a hay 
bale that had been moved between races 
and both men crashed in the mud. Joel 
got up in a rage and after a heated 
exchange he rode slowly to the pits 
using his left hand on the throttle. 
Robert took a trip to the hospital but 
members of his pit crew said he would 
race next week in France. 

When the leader came into sight on 
the second lap it was Sylvain Geboers 
by a mile followed by Uno Palm ona 
new supertight Husky. 


Third place was held down by the, 


Spanish National Champion Jorge 
Capapey on a Bultaco and fourth was 
Englishman Jimmy Aird and his Husky. 

Next came two wild Russians, 
Vladimir Kavinov and Alexei Kibirine 
who blasted past Capapey on the next 
time around, 

After a few laps the race settled into 
a pattern and it became a battle of 
endurance to last out the remaining 
minutes in the slick puddles and 
blinding mud. 

Geboers was way out in front and in 
second place Uno Palm was defending 
against Kibirine on the CZ. Rahier had 
picked himself up and now lay in fourth 
place. 

When the clock finally ran out in the 
season’s first G.P. only eight machines 
were still thrashing through the mire. 
But the day had been charged with high 
tension racing and drama. 

Suzuki is still on top with the best 


riders and machines. But Husky has new 


motorcycles that will be competitive 
and CZ has Russian riders who are as 
tough as they come. 

Kawasaki has shown that it can run in 
fast company and we haven’t even seen 
the Yamaha team or any of the 
Americans. It’s going to be an exciting 
summer over here.

Poteet came in next and took first 
250 on his Bultaco. It is sure good to 
see Tom back; it’s been a year since his 
bad crash in a pile of rocks. Wright got 
back on his Puch and pulled up third to 
take first 175, commenting, “Well, 
that’s desert racing for you.” 

Howard Utsey was next on his 400

ABOUT MOTORCY CLE 


EGISTR ATION’ 


This fact sheet is intended to provide simplified answers to the most common 
questions regarding the Chappie-Z’berg Off-Highway Motor Vehicle Law of 
1971. This new law requires that motor vehicles used exclusively off-highway be 
issued and display an identification plate. The California Department of Motor 
Vehicles considers this summary as an accurate interpretation of present law. 
However, it is a guideline only and may not be cited as having the force of law. 
More detailed information is available from local DMV offices or from state 
headquarters of the department. 


Q. What types of vehicles must be registered under provisions of the 
Chappie-Z’berg Off-Highway Motor Vehicle Law of 1971? 


A. In general, such vehicles as trail bikes, dune buggies and all-terrain vehicles 
used for recreational purposes on public land, and not otherwise licensed to use 
public roads. 


Q. What types of vehicles are not included? 


A. Those operated only on their owner’s private property or on someone else’s 
private property with the consent of the owner or tenant, or vehicles used solely 
on lands commercially operated for off-highway recreation. 


Another excluded group would be motor vehicles being driven in an organized 
racing or competitive event on closed course — provided that a recognized 
sanctioning body has approved such event, or provided that appropriate local 
governmental authority ‘has issued a permit for the event. 


Note: Snowmobiles must be registered under other provisions of the Vehicle 
Code. 


Q. What is the effective date of the new identification law? 
A. July 1, 1972. 
Q. What is the fee? 


A. $15 for a two-year period or portion thereof, dating from July 1, 1972, and 
$15 for every twoyear period thereafter or portion thereof, ending midnight 
June 30 in even-numbered years. 


Q. What items does an owner receive for his registration fee? 


A. Upon satisfactory proof of ownership, the Department of Motor Vehicles will 
issue an ownership certificate (comparable to the “pink slip’? now issued to 
automobile owners), an identification certificate, and an identification sticker 
to be attached to the off-highway vehicle. The numbered sticker is 2%x4 
inches, green and silver in color and reflectorized for greater visibility. 


Q. Where must the sticker be attached? 


A. To the rear of the vehicle wherever an adequate surface permits it to be 
affixed so as to be readily visible. It must be kept legible. 


Q. Will a new sticker be issued every two years? 


A. No. Present provisions of the law require that the original identification 
sticker be used for at least six years. However, for each two-year renewal period 
a tab or other suitable evidence of valid identification will be issued. The 
identification certificate also would be revalidated upon payment of the 
renewal fee. 


A. If an identification sticker is lost, stolen, becomes mutilated or illegible, what 
must be done? 


A. The owner must apply for a duplicate or new identification. The cost is $3. 
This also applies in the case of a lost, stolen, mutilated or illegible certificate of 


ownership or certificate of identification. 


Q. What is the procedure if the owner of an off-highway recreational vehicle 
covered in the Chappie-Z berg law wishes to sell his vehicle? 


A. The following answer applies to private sellers — not to dealers, who have 
other channels for reporting sales: 


The seller endorses his ownership certificate and gives it to the buyer, who 
within 10 days must endorse the certificate and forward it to his local DMV 
office or mail to Sacramento headquarters with the $3 transfer fee in applying 
for transfer of identification. The applicant (buyer) must pay for any use 
taxes dues unless he is exempt. 


Q. How are the funds collected from identification fees to be used? 


A. The $15 fee is divided this way: $5 to DMV for off-highway vehicle program 
administration; $4 to the owner’s county of residence in lieu of all property 
taxes on the vehicle; $6 to the California Department of Parks and 
Recreation, 


. How are the counties to use their direct $4 share of each $15 fee? 


: The Legislature’s intent is that counties use these funds for (1) planning, 
acquiring and developing special areas and trail systems for the use of 
off-highway vehicles, (2) law enforcement in controlling vehicles being used 
off-highway, or (3) any other purpose in carrying out provisions-of this law. 


. What does the California Department of Parks and Recreation do with its $6 
share of each fee? 


. First, up to one-half of this amount is reserved for grants to cities, counties, 

or other local agencies (special purpose districts) for recreation projects for 
off-highway vehicles. These projects must accord with local government 
planning and with plans for a statewide trail system for recreational motor 
vehicles being developed by the Department of Parks and Recreation. To be 
eligible for these funds, local bodies must provide at least 25% of project costs 
in matching funds. 


Note: The local 25% share of matching funds may come from the $4 
previously mentioned as being returned directly to each county. 


Second, the remainder — approximately $3 — must be used by the 
Department of Parks and Recreation to plan, acquire, develop, maintain and 
administer trails and areas for the use of off-highway vehicles. 


Q. What factors led to enactment of the off-highway vehicle registration 
requirement? 


A. The great increase in ownership of such vehicles in recent years, coupled with 

growing demands by the owners, conservationists, livestock interests, other 
groups using the public lands, and by federal and local government agencies, 
all of whom want some kind of regulation and control. They want specific 
areas to be set aside for this type of outdoor enjoyment where such activity 
will not conflict with private property rights or with other valid uses of public 
domain. Major motorcycling organizations and conservation groups gave 
strong support to passage of the legislation, which was signed into law by 
Governor Ronald Reagan in December 1971. 


Note: Special mention must be made of the pioneering effort by a cross 
section of affected interests brought together by the U.S. Department of the 
Interior’s Bureau of Land Management. Late in 1970, the 15-member group 
known as the Off-Road Vehicle Advisory Council issued a report setting up 
guidelines for management of public lands under BLM’s jurisdiction and 
recommending further action on state and federal levels to achieve a 
coordinated, effective program. One of the recommendations was: “A 
registration program should be set up for all powered off-road vehicles using 
public lands.” This is now being accomplished here in California.

Les White, chairman of the combined 
committee stated, “These meetings have 
been highly productive, and members 
from both the AMA and M.I.C. staffs 
are committed to continuing this 
schedule of heavy and frequent activity 
to develop the proper liaison with the 
federal government on recreational use 
of public land. 

“We have a hard job ahead which will 
require the cooperation of all 
motorcyclists. It is our purpose to see 
that as much land as is reasonably

Widowmaker Superstar

SALT LAKE CITY, UTAH, March 26, 
1972 — Camped at the base of 
Widowmaker Hill the morning of the big 
climb were take-it-serious hillclimbers 
from Georgia, Indiana, Texas, 
California, the Intermountain states, 
and two inches of fresh snow. 

But Widowmaker, the hill that had 
been climed by only four riders in eight 
years, is made up of very rocky soil, so 
the Bees Motorcycle Club decided to go 
ahead with the climb. Nobody was 
bored. 

A disadvantage at first, the snow was 
eventually worn into the soil, so that 
late in the day it made conditions near 
ideal, .by keeping the dirt firm. Six 
hours and 600 tries after the first 100cc 
rider took the first poke, the exhibition 
class came to the line. 

Larry Huber, one of the four who 
made the climb two years before, 
dropped his nitro-fueled Harley into 
gear, and rode smoothly over the jump 
at 100 feet, over the loose section at 
400 feet, over the near-cliff at 500 feet, 
over the three-foot sagebrush, right over 
the top. 

Stopping on the ridgetop only for a 
moment to accept a few pats on the 
back, Huber hurried back to the bottom 
for his second run. The second time he 
momentarily shut off once instead of 








twice, and cleared the 600 feet in just 
over 15 seconds. A 1,200-mile drive to 
ride 1,200 feet to become the most 
successful rider in Widowmaker’s 
colorful history. 

But still the hill has been ridden only 
in the exhibition class, and only by four 
riders. 

With a Harley Sportster engine in a 
stretched rigid frame built by Louis 
Gerencer of Elkhart, (Ind.), Huber said 
he gets 110 horsepower at home, but 
loses some at the 5,000-foot 
Widowmaker elevation. Running with 
80 per cent nitro-methane, his tailpipe 
puts out fumes that are identical to tear 
gas. 

With their hill conquered, the Bees 
are looking along the unusual ridge that 
rises to the west from the present course 
to form a huge face of almost the same 
gradient throughout. “Next year, the 
hill will be 1500 feet high,” said club 
member Jack Archibald. 

Jim True, AMA District 36 hillclimb 
champion from San Jose, Calif., rode to 
the ridgetop on his Harley, burning gas, 
but officials at the top said he drifted 
off the course ten feet short of the 
finish line. The second time, he tried 
too hard, and looped it violently, way, 
way up there. The plate on his rear 
fender says: “Norton, Triumph and 
BSA go here.” 

High Utah rider on the hill was Mel 
Kimbal, with a run well into the 
sagebrush at 561.8 feet. But Mel has a 
long history of almost making it, each 
time raising the hope in minds of the 
3,000-plus spectators that somebody 
from Utah will top their own hill. 

Other local talent turning in good 
runs were Duane Shulz, who was high 
Utahn in the Open class, Adrian 
Nebeker, and Bob Best. A high spot of 
the exhibition class came when Utah 
number one plate holder Ken Archibald 
romped 491 feet up the hill, the best 
over for a 250.

In the second heat Robert did kill his 
bike around the first turn, letting both 
Robbie Esterlein (Husky) and Bill 
Walling (CZ) around. However, he 
didn’t let any grass grow under his 
Trelleborg before he was back on the 
bike and around both riders, leaving 
them a nice red dust cloud to contend 
with. The Good Bunny must certainly 
have been with Tuggle, because he rode 
faster and smoother than he has ridden 
in quite some time. 

The real race, in fact, was left to Bill 
Walling and Robbie Esterlein as they 
vied for second place gold. Esterlein’s 
starts were first class, and he was able to 
hold off Walling for the most part of 
each heat, but toward the end of the 
heats, Walling would manage to get 
around. In the second heat, a 
particularly nasty crash slowed Esterlein 
down a bit. He and a Bultaco got a little 
too chummy, locking wheels and 
spilling, causing minor body damage 
(skinned hands and arms and legs), and 
lots of stiffness. Walling was especially 
fast, and took second place overall, 
leaving Esterlein in third, but still in the 
money. 

Wayne Booth was out on his CZ, and, 
as usual, did a spectacular. He was 
bound for glory and overshot a turn, 
riding right into the roping. It caught his 
neck, threw him backwards off the bike 





and onto the ground, while the CZ just 
kept right on truckin’. This, plus not 
being quite as proficient as the others, 
in his riding Sunday, gave Wayne a 
fourth place victory overall. He may not 
have been first, but he sure was exciting. 

The Open Experts was lots of fun, 
too. Rocky Timmons (CZ) and Brian 
Fox (CZ) were really after each other, 
Brian being very aggressive as well as 
very fast. Timmons as always was in top 
form, winning both of the first heats, 
but coming in second in the last.

AICH-TOO-OH 


When we heard that Don Taylor was laboring deep 
in the recesses of Pasadena engineering a 
revolutionary water receptacle that would not only 
offer simple access (by way of a screw top) but would 
also be small enough that a single man on a 
motorcycle could carry, we were naturally skeptical. 
Early prototypes revealed several problems. Among 
the first was securing the right material. Wood proved 
to be an inexpensive but cumbersome material and 
coconut shell did not lend themselves readily to easy 
pocket storage. A compromise dictated the use of 
plastic for the receptacle, or “canteen”, as the french 
call it. 

The volume of the “canteen” was set at one quart 
because this size seemed to offer a decent supply of 
water while being relatively compact in size. Also, 
Don found he could purchase them by the truckload 
from a Japanese manufacturer for peanuts. 

Taylor quickly found the canteen was cumbersome 
to carry despite it’s small size. After experimenting 
with helmet and axle mounts, he discovered the front 
forks to be, again, a favorable compromise. Early 





brackets did a superb job of keeping the canteen in 
place but in order to obtain a drink one had to either 
unbolt the bracket or, if in a hurry, turn the bike 
over. A latch was designed which would release a 
portion of the brackets and further research led to a 
hinge that would allow this portion to swing away, 
leaving the canteen free to be removed. The H20 
aficiandos everywhere applauded the discovery and 
the T&T Accessories Lightweight Adjustable Water 
Canteen and Holder for Motorcycles went into 
full-scale production! 

Our test model, one of the first off the line, 
revealed both superior design and disappointing 
quality control. The latch, still fairly new in design, 
didn’t operate as smooth as we had hoped. It takes a 
considerable amount of intricate manipulation to 
complete the closing cycle. The hinge pin, closely 


resembling clothes hanger wire, was not noticeable. _ 


The adjustable slotted holes on the backing brackets 
were slightly off-center but in no way affected overall 
performance. Finally, the screw cap, attached to the 
reservior with the optional Cap Atracher, was 
machined to too close tolerances within the attacher 
and the cap would not rotate freely. (Incidently, the 
Cap Attacher will be standard equipment by the time 
you read this.) 

We were assured that all these problems were the 
result of the new employees unfamiliarity with the 
nature of the medium with which they are 
working...they are all former aerospace 
engineers...and all difficulties have been eliminated, as 
of this writing. À 

Drinking out of the canteen is easy enough. It’s 
lightweight (1 lb. 3 oz.) allows it to be turned upside 
down, activating a gravitational phenomena which 
empties the contents wherever you wish. Even with a 
full reservoir, weight was still low at 3 lbs., 4 oz. 

Instructions for mounting the unit on front forks 
are included but we didn’t have the time to test them.

FEDS TO CLOSE FOREST 

At a recent meeting of the U.S. 
Forest Service, the Bureau of Land 
Management, and various conservation 
groups, an announcement was made 
that Mr. Rees, a member of the House 
of Representatives in Washington D.C., 
had introduced a new bill, HR 8057. 
The effect of this bill, if enacted, would 
be to remove more than 250,000 acres 
of land from the Inyo National Forest 
and add it to Sequoia National Park. At 
present, off-road vehicles may be 
operated on most portions of this land, 
but would be totally prohibited if the 
area achieved National Park status. 
Under the supervision of the U.S. Forest 
Service, this area has been a great source 
of recreation for families, hunters, 
fishermen, and a host of other 
user-groups. 

Every person who has used this area 
in the past and wishes to continue that 
use, should write a letter of protest to 
their own U.S. Representative, U.S. 
Senator, and Representative Bob 
Mathias in whose Congressional District 
the area lies.

LOS ANGELES, CAL., April 16, 1972 
— Wonder if all the biggie distributors 
got together and agreed to save their 
money this year. Too bad. Lots of folks 
like Husky, CZ, Maico, Penton, and 
others, including the thriving accessory, 
lubricant, and gee-gaw manufacturers, 
could have saved the Cycle World Show. 
Unfortunately, the dealer trade shows in 
Long Beach, Houston (that show was a 
smash), Philly, and Daytona probably 
frazzled the pocketbooks and energies 
of all but those who can afford to hire 
an outside concern to do the dirty 
work. 

To make matters worse, those that 
did show up were usually half-hearted. 
Honda had no enthusiasm and the new 
350 Four was missing. Kawasaki's 
display was even more embarassing than 
the expensive “moon-rock” motif they 
have been using recently. This time they 
had their complete line stuffed into a 
area barely large enough to hold two 
bikes and a salesman. It looked like a 
volume dealer’s back room. 

Italy saved the show. They brought in 
a plancload of bikes of both the 
motorized and pedal version, clearly 
accounting for at least half the spokes in 
the whole show. Italian scooters have 
always been slow movers (that is, they 
don’t sell extremely well) in the states. 
Hopefully, the new Guzzies and 
Laverdas will challenge the current flock 
of English and Japanese superscoots. 

Don and Derek Rickman were on 
hand to point to things on their bikes. 
Derek is having a tough time living up to 
BSA-Triumph’s “perfect bike” adverts, 
and it was pleasing to realize that he is 
aware of his creation’s imperfections 
even if an overly-imaginative copy man, 
wasn’t. 

Harley-Davidson was kind enough to 
reveal the most sano Harley at the show. 
It wasn’t a chopper but their new alloy 
racer. Now all they need is 199 more. 

Only two major publications were on 
hand, being, of course, us and “Cycle 
World”. Twenty-five cents would get 
you a sound recording of the TT from 
them or a plastic bag from us. 
Curiously, the plastic bag outsold the 
record by about 500 to one. You can 
bet reams of brochures will get thrown 
away but the bag won’t, because they 
were paid for. 

One interesting new product bore the 
kinky-sounding handle ‘‘Analube”. 
Wonder who they'll get to endorse it. 
Can’t you see the blurb...ch, never 
mind. Analube also promises 
“performance and ecology” which 
ought to appeal to the more gullible. 

The choppers and kustom kars were 
all pretty much the same. Just the 
variations on decade-old themes. The 
mechanics of paint application have 
been perfected but there are precious 

~few worthwhile in content. 

Also lacking was a sense of humor. 
Custom freaks are currently engrossed 
in a 1956 vision of affluency, as 
suggested by things like cocktail glasses, 
artificial flowers, and bubble hair-dos. 

Best display in the whole show (if 
you ask me, and I know you didn’t) was 
a collection of pedal bikes caricatured as 
choppers. Workmanship on the dollinks 
was excellent like everything else in the 
show but, as a rarity, they actually 
made you smile.
